Lay cut Iri a hot Iron fr.vlng-pnn , 
three thlti .slices of fai salt pork, three 
by f<.ur itches, and add one onion 
p«H-ie<t and cot in thin slices. <'<Hik, 
Kilrrii.K conatnr.tly until broken.
